fiance on the part of one nation, 
this great dream has not yet be- 
come a full reality.” 

Therefore, he said, supplement- 
ary measures are necessary for 
America — universal military 
training, temporary revival of the 
draft, swift action on the Euro- 
pean recovery program. 

Critical Time 

“Time is now of critical im- 

portance,” Mr. Truman said of 
the European aid plan. 
« The Senate has approved Euro- 
pean aid to be started with $5,- 
300,000,000 for the first year. The 
House has not yet acted. 

In urging universal training, 
the President’ said the United 
States must remain strong enough 
to support European countries 
threatened with communist »con- 
trol and police state rule “‘so long 
as communism threatens the very 
existence of democracy”. 

UMT Feasible 

Universal military training, he 
said, is the “only feasible means 
by which the civilian components 
of our armed force can be built 
up to the strength required if we 
are to be prepared for emergen- 
cies.” 

America’s ability to mobilize 
trained men in lavge numbers in 


‘an emergency, he said, could head 


off future conflict and help re- 


store world stability.

An advisory committee of out- 
standing farmers in the Chaffey 
community to work with the 
school in the development of a 
terminal agricultural program 
was strongly urged by Mr. Wig- 
nall.

Supt. Gardiner W. Spring 
praised the report of Mr. Wig- 
nall as a “splendid piece of work” 
and said that it she@wed that he 
had thought things through and 
was “not just throwing textbooks 
at you.” : 

SUNRISE SERVICES 

The use of the Chaffey field 
for Easter Sunrise services by 
the Council of Churches was ap- 
proved by the board because of 
its community-wide scope.

Mr. Truman recited the course 
of events abroad before heading 
into his recommendations. 

And, skipping the usual nice- 
ties of diplomatic language, he 
rapped at Russia directly and by 
name. 

He said agreements had been 
worked out in world conferences 
which would have permitted a 
just peace.. But he said they 
have been “persistently ignored 
and violated by one nation”.

One nation, he said, has ‘“per- 
sistently obstructed the work of 
the United Nations by constant 
abuse of the veto”. Then the 
Chief Executive plodded grimly: 

“But that is not all. Since the 
close of hostilities, the Soviet Un- 
ion and its agents have destroy- 
ed the independence and demo- 
cratic character of a whole series 
of nations in eastern and central 
Europe. 


Ruthless Action 
‘It is this ruthless course of 
action, and the clear design to 
extend it to the remaining free 
nations of Europe, that has 
brought about the critical situa- 
tion in Europe today. 


“The tragic death of the re- 
public of Czechoslovakia has sent 
a shock throughout the civilized 
world. Now pressure is being 
brought to bear on Finland, to 
the hazard of the entire Scandin- 
avian peninsula. 


“Greece is under direct military 
attack from rebels actively sup- 
ported by her communist-domin- 
ated neighbors. In Italy, a de- 
termined and aggressive effort is 
being made by a communist min- 
ority to take control of that coun- 
try.
